Strategic Intent:

1. Maintain flexibility in the geographic distribution of Initial Attack resources to efficiently and
effectively respond to new starts in the geographic area.
2. Prepare for winds, instability, and possibly concentrated lightning as the current ridge of high
pressure breaks down across the geographic area beginning early to mid-week, specifically by;
a. reallocating resources for increased Initial Attack and new large fires, as needed;
b. maximizing opportunities to fully meet incident objectives through reallocation of critical

resources;

c. planning for limited replacement or reallocation of shared resources from NMAC; and
d. determining what resources are necessary to maintain the investments made on long-term
incidents should the reallocation of resources become necessary.

Rationale

Initial Attack always first priority.

Level 11l evacuation in effect for the N and E flanks
of the fire. 1,600 structures are threatened. NE
corner of fire is problematic. Klondike fire will
likely merge with Taylor fire.

The Miles fire made a 2.5 mile run, compromising
containment lines for Sugar Pine and entering
private timber lands. Miles fire is now close to a
MAP that would prompt level Il evacuation
notification (Elk Creek area, currently at level 11).
Sugar Pine spotted on S and E flanks. Fires are now
1/2 to 3/4 miles from structures. Sugar Pine and
Miles are very close to joining.

Miles fire made a 2.5 mile run and is now on private
timber lands and threatening additional residences in
the Elk Creek drainage. Level Il evacuation, and
near a MAP that would prompt a level 111
notification. EIk Creek WUI (90 residences) in Level
I1. Six residences threatened by Miles and 4
threatened by Snowshoe are at a level I notification.
